FILED by The Commissioners of Judicial Inquiry, in the Office of the Auditor 
General in Ireland, on the Claim of the late Lord Chief Baron of the Court of 
Exchequer in Ireland, for Compensation under the Act of the 1st & 2d Gio. 4 
»■ 53 - 



'\\/'HEREAS, by an Act passed in the first and second year of His late 
" Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to regulate the 
„ P rocee dings the Civil Side of the Court of King’s Bench, and also in the 
„ t ',°" rt “ f Common Pleas, and in the Pleas or Common Law Side of the Court 
ot Exchequer in Ireland,” it was amongst other things Enacted, That from and 
atter the commencement of the said Act, the several and respective rights of the 
Right honourable Henry Seymour Conway, commonly called Lord Henry Seymour 
Conway, and Robert Seymour Conway, commonly called Lord Robert Seymour 
Conway, to the office of Prothonotary and Filacer, and Keeper of the Writs 
Processes, Rules, Orders, and Records, in the Civil Side of the Court of King’s 
Bench ; and the several and respective rights of the Right honourable Thomas 
Lord Viscount Northland, and the Honourable Vesey Knar, to the office of 
Prothonotary of the Court of Common Pleas, and the right of the Honourable 
JJamel Toler to the office of Filacer and Exigenter of the said Court of Common 
Pleas, should severally cease and determine; and that they the said Henry Seymour 
Conway and Robert Seymour Conway, should receive during the term of their 
natural lives, and the survivor of them should receive during the term of his 
natural life, and tile said Thomas Lord Viscount Northland and Vesey Kno,r 
should receive during the term of their natural lives, and the survivor of them 
should receive during the term of his natural life, and the said Daniel Toler should 
receive during the term of his natural life, the several allowances in that behalf 
thereinafter provided, in compensation and consideration of the loss incurred bv 
them respectively, by the ceasing and determining of their several rights in the said 
offices respectively. 



And for the ascertaining the amount of the Allowance and Compensation to be 
made to the said then holders of the said last-mentioned offices, upon the ceasing 
and determining of their rights in the said offices respectively as aforesaid, it was 
Enacted, I hat it should be lawful for the Commissioners appointed to inquire into 
the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments of the Officers, Clerks and Ministers of 
Justice, in all Temporal and Ecclesiastical Courts in Ireland, and the said Com- 
missioners were thereby authorized and required, to make inquiry into the Salaries 
and Emoluments of the said office of Prothonotary and Filacer, and Keeper of the 
Wnts, Processes, Rules, Orders and Records in the Civil Side of the Court of 
Kings Bench, and of the said office of Prothonotary of the said Court of Common 
Pleas, and of the said offices of Filacer and Exigenter of the said Court of 
bommon Pleas; and to ascertain the annual amount of the Salaries and Emolu- 
ments of the said offices respectively, upon the average of seven years next 
preceding the 1st day of January 1821, or upon the average of the seven years 
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2 COURT or EXCHEQUER, IK ELAND : 

next preceding such day, prior to the said 1st day of January 1821, up to which 
the last account of the emoluments of the said several ollices, should have been 
settled by the said officers respectively, excluding out of such average all such 
Emoluments and Income as should appear, according to the best judgment that the 
said Commissioners could form thereof, to have arisen from any new fees, or from 
an increase of fees not arising from an increase of business, introduced subsequent 
to the appointment of the then holders of the said ollices respectively, or from any 
fees or any increase of fees which might have been introduced within 20 years 
prior to the commencement of said Act, or from any fees of right belonging to any 
other officer, or from any fees which might have been demanded or received 
contrary to the provisions of any Act of Parliament, or in any way contrary to 
law ; and for that purpose, and for the purpose of every inquiry which they were 
directed or authorized by said Act to make, it should and might he lawful for the 
said Commissioners of Inquiry for the time being, and they were thereby authorized 
and required, to examine upon oath all parties interested in every such inquiry, 
and also all such other persons as should be produced before them the said Com- 
missioners, or as they should think proper to require, and whom they were thereby 
respectively empowered to summon, together with all such accounts, hooks and 
vouchers as the said Commissioners should call for; and the said Commissioners of 
Inquiry for the time being, or any three of them, should thereupon certify under their 
hands and seals, the amount of the yearly income of every such officer, on the 
average of the said seven years, as reduced by the exclusion of such emoluments as 
aforesaid, and also by the exclusion of all such part, share or proportion of the fees 
or profits remaining after such reduction, as should during the said period of seven 
years, have been paid to, or received or retained by or on behalf of the deputies or 
clerks of the said officers respectively ; and also by the exclusion of all disburse- 
ments and other deductions whatever (except in the case thereinafter mentioned and 
provided for) so as to state only the net annual income of the said offices respectively, 
on the average of the said seven years, according to the said mode of estimating the 
same ; and that the said Certificate should contain a statement of the particular fees, 
profits and emoluments, on which such averages should have been taken as aforesaid ; 
and also of the fees, profits and emoluments theretofore received, which should 
be excluded from such averages ; and the said Certificate should bo filed in 
the office of the Auditor General in Dublin Castle, without any fee bein'* 
paid for the same, and should remain there as a record : And it was thereby 
further Enacted, That from and after the commencement of the said Act, 
no fee whatsoever should, on any occasion or account, be payable to any of 
the Judges of the Courts of King’s Bench or Common Pleas, or to any of the 
Barons of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland ; and tlmt in lieu of all fees theretofore 
payable or paid to the said Judges and Barons respectively, and of all and every 
income and emolument derived to such Judges and Barons respectively thereby, 
there should be payable to the said Judges, the several yearly sums thereafter in 
that behalf respectively mentioned; that is to say, to the Chief Justice of the Court 
of King’s Bench, the yearly sum of 1,500 /; to the Chief Justice of the Court of 
Common Pleas, the yearly sum of 1,500 1 . ; to the Chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
the yearly sum of 1,500 1 . ; and to each of the other Justices and Byrons of the 
said Courts respectively, the yearly sum of 850 1 . And the said several sums were 
thereby charged and made payable, and should be paid to the said Chief Justices, 
Chief Baron, Judges and Barons respectively, out of the Consolidated Fund, in 
addition to the yearly salaries or payments to the said Chief Justices, Chief 
Bnron, Judges and Barons respectively, to which they were then respectively 
entitled by law, and at such times and in such manner as such yearly salaries 
and payments were then respectively payable. 

And after reciting that it might happen, that said additional salaries might 
be insufficient to compensate some of the said Judges, for the diminution of their 
income, by the abolition of all fees theretofore payable to them, it was thereby 
Enacted, U hat it should and might be lawful to and for the Commissioners 
appointed to inquire into the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments of the Officers, 
Clerks, and Ministers of Justice, in all Temporal and Ecclesiastical Courts in 
Ireland, and they were thereby authorized and required, upon the desire being ex- 
pressed by any of the said Judges to that effect, to ascertain in like manner, as 
was thereinbefore directed in other cases, the annual amount of the fees of any 
such Judge on the average of seven years next proceeding the first day of 

January 
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January 1821, and to certify under the hands and seals of the said Com- 
missioners, or any three of them, the average annual amount of such fees, 
and the difference between such amount, if any, and the additional salary 
provided for such Judge by said Act; and every such Certificate should con- 
tain a statement of the particular fees on which such average should be taken as 
aforesaid, and also of the fees excluded from such average ; and every such Certi- 
ficate should be filed in manner thereinbefore required by said Act; and there- 
upon there should be paid to every such Chief Justice, Chief Baron, Judge or 
Baron, who should have caused such Certificate to be so filed, a yearly sum 
equal to the excess of such average annual amount of such fees, so long as he 
should continue in office, over and above the said additional salary to which such 
Chief Justice, Chief Baron, Judge or Baron would be entitled as aforesaid under 
said Act ; and which said additional annual sum should be paid out of the same 
fund and at the same time, and in the same manner as the said additional yearly 
salary under said Act. 

And it was further Enacted, That it should not be lawful for any Commissioner 
appointed for Inquiry into the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments of the Officers, 
Clerks and Ministers of Justice, in all Temporal and Ecclesiastical Courts of 
Justice as aforesaid, to proceed in the making any inquiry by said Act directed or 
required to be made, until such Commissioner should have previously taken and 
subscribed the oath in the said Act, and in manner therein mentioned. 

And whereas, the Right honourable Standish O' Grady, on the 17th day of 
December 1830, being then Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, ex- 
pressed his desire to us Henry Kemmis, Bertram Mitford, William Wynne, Peter 
Low, and Conway Edward Dobbs, the undersigned, duly appointed Commissioners 
to inquire into the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments of the Officers, Clerks and 
Ministers of Justice, in all Temporal and Ecclesiastical Courts in Ireland, to 
ascertain the annual amount of the fees of said Chief Baron, on the average 
of seven years next preceding the first day of January 1821, during which period 
of seven years he the said Standish O'Grady was. Chief Baron of the said Court of 
Exchequer, and to certify under the hands and seals of us, or of any three of us, 
the average annual amount of such fees, and of the difference between such amount 
if any, and the additional salary provided for the said Chief Baron of the Court of 
Exchequer, by the said Statute. And whereas, the said Standish O'Grady, as 
such Chief Baron of the said Court of Exchequer, furnished to us a statement in 
detail of the rates, particulars and amount of the fees claimed by him during the 
period aforesaid : Now we the said Commissioners, having duly qualified ourselves 
by taking the oath mentioned in the said recited Act, and having fully considered 
the said Statement, and the claim made by the said Standish O' Grady, and examined 
the said Standish O'Grady on oath touching the same, and also inspected several 
returns made by officers of the said Court, and produced before us by the said 
Standish O'Grady, in support of his claim, and having examined witnesses as well 
to the truth of those returns as to other matters in relation to the claim aforesaid, 
have agreed upon this Certificate ; and we do hereby, under and by virtue of the 
powers contained in the said recited Act enabling us thereunto, certify that the 
annual average amount of the fees of the said Standish O'Grady, as such Chief 
Baron for seven years next preceeding the 1st day of January 1821, amounted to the 
suni of 2,187 l. 6 s. 10 d., late Irish currency ; and that the difference between said 
sum of 2,187 /. 6$. 10 d. late Irish currency, and the sum of 1,500/. late Irish 
currency, being the additional salary provided by the said Act for the said Chief 
Baron, is the sum of 687 /. 6 s. 10 d., late currency, being equivalent to 634/. gs. 5 d . 
present currency. And the following is a Statement of the particular Fees on 
which such average is taken as aforesaid, and also of the Fees excluded from such 
average.
